Britain To Concentrate on 


Output of Guns and Shells

LONDON, April 6.—The war office announced tonight 
that Lord Kitchener had appointed « committee to take neces- 
sary steps to provide additional labor as may be required to 
make it certain that the supplies of munitions of war shall be 
sufficient to meet all requirements, 

Lord Kitchener had appointed George MacCaulay Booth, 
son of the Right Hon, Charles Booth, to take charge of his 
munitions committee, Mr. Booth is a Partner in the big ship 
owning firm of A, Booth & Co., and is a director of the Booth 
Steamship and other company. According to rumor Mr. Booth 
is likely to be elected director of the Bunk of England to re- 
place the late Charles Herman Goshen. 

Although Mr, Booth has not yet been appointed to the 
actual chairmanship of the committee it is presumed that he 
will oceupy that position. The ‘Times and other newspapers 
assume that he is the ‘‘strong business man’’ whom David 
Lloyd-George, the chancellor of the exchequer, foreshadowed 
in the government scheme to mobilize the industrial resources 
of the country. 

In an interview granted today, Mr. Booth modestly dis- 
avowed these assumptions, Ue expressed the view that the 
committee is a good one and was concerned with munitions 
alone and that Mr. Lloyd-George had in view a larger scheme, 
Therefore, he thought it wrong to describe him as the ‘‘strong 
business man,”’ 

‘‘We shall concentrate,’’ Mr. Booth added, ‘‘on the output 
of guns and shells and I suppose other committees will be ap- 
pointed to deal with other military necessities,'’

FARMERS’ DAY 
IN OTTAWA HOUSE 


Greater Part of Day Spent

OTTAWA, April 6—This was ‘fLur- 
mers’ day” in the house of commons. 
Soon after the house met in the morn. 
ing It went into cammittee of supply 
on the estimates of the department of 
agriculture. During diseussion of the 
vote for experimental farms, Donald 
Sutherland, Conservative member for 
South Oxford, expressed the view that 
the east was getting tired of helping 
the west and was vigorously replied to 
by W. F. Knowles, of Moose Jaw, 
The most interesting development 
cume at the evening shtting when Dr. 
Neely of Humboldt, praised the min- 
ister of agriculture for his polley of 
developing the live stock industry by 
the encouragement of pure bred gires 
and then went on to say that the Bri- 


tish and foreign governments had 
been warned out of the Canadian 
market for horses by the Canadian 


government until the Canadian forces 
had been supplied. Dr. Neely char- 
acterized this proceeding as ‘a ma- 
liclous and almost criminal injury to 
the horse breeders of the country.” 
RK. B. Bennett Replies, 
brought a repiy from k. B. 
of Calgary, who said that it 
occupied a proud position at 
the present moment in regard to the 
war it was due to the co-operation 
of the Canadian authorities with the 
British government. He said that he 
had consulted the government in the 
intoreals of western horse breeders 
and had been informed that the Bri- 
Ush government was at the tlme buy~- 
ing horses elsewhere than in Canada 
because at the moment there were 
reasons for vot buying l"Cunadar He 
Woe assured that every opportunity 
would he afforded to western horse 
breeders that could be given consist- 
emily with the efficient conduct of 
the war, The chief reason why there 
wus no market for western horses 
was that the horses were untrained, 
and so were unsullable for cavalry 
or other war operations, 

The premier here intervened and 
stated that there had been arrange- 
ments between the allies on this sub- 
ject. Each of the government’ con- 
cerned did not need the same class 
of horse, and as a result arrange- 
ments were made with which the 
Canadian government could not pre- 
gumo t intertere, 

Arrangements Confidential, 

The Canadian government had, 
however, suggested that there was in 
Canada «a supply of horses such as 
were not needed hy one power and 
which might be useful to another 
power, and that consequently the ar- 
rangements already made might be 
varied to allow the second named 
power to purchase them. Sir Robert 
added that these arrangements were 
confidential but that the government 
desired to give the farmers every op- 
portunity to dispose of their horses. 

Dr. Neely said that he waa grate- 
ful for the premiers explanation, He 
had been given information, however, 
that the withdrawal of the British ag- 
ents from Canada had been request+ 
ed by the Canadian authorities in or- 
der to a sufficient supply of horses
